The cifablifhed pradlice of grammarians requires tha r I (riouhl here 
treat of ihe Syntax ; but our language has fo Utile mlk&ion* or va- 
riety of terminations, that its coniirutlion neither requires nor ad- 
mits many rules* Wallis therefore has totally omitted it* and John- 
fon, whole deli ic of following the writers upon the learned languages 
made him think a fyntax is difpenfablv neccilary * has publifeed fock 
petty obforvations a . were better omitted.
